Charles Jacobson, a colored youth of 
twelve, died at Eufaula, Ala.,a few days 
ago from injuries received by a lamp ex- 
plosion. He was enleavoring to light one 
lamp with another, which caused the ex- 
plosion, the burning fluid saturating his 
clothing. He rushed wildly into the 
street, uttering heartrending screams as 
he ran. When overtaken he was a living 
mass of flame, which, being entinguished, 
left him a blistered sufferer, in which con- 
dition he lingered for twelve hours, and 
then died im great agony. 

Franklin Gaston, a colored man, con- 
victed of criminal assault upon a lady, has 
been sentenced at Salisbury, N. C., to be 
hanged on July 2. 

A fire at Gainesville, Fla., a few days 
ago, destroyed all the buildings and con- 
tents on the south side of the square, The 
aggregate loss is about $70,000, with very 
little insurance. 

At a Shelby (N.C.) court a short time 
ago, the case was tried sf a boy who had 
been fined by the mayor of the town for 
climbing a tree, there being a town ordi- 
nance forbidding the climbing of trees. 
The boy appealed, and the judge reversed 
the mayor’s decision, declaring tree-climb- 
ing to be an inalienable right of boys, over 
which municipal authorities have no juris- 
diction. 

A resident of Eastman, Ga., has a twen- 
ty-five-cent piece which has just returned 
to him after an absence of seven years. 

J.J. Haywood, the collector of Marion 
County, Tex.. in the commissioner’s court- 
room at Jefferson, a few days ago, shot 
Captain Jobn T. Roots, killing him in- 
stantly.

Mr. Engelke, of Lula, Ga., is an ardent 
naturalist, being particularly partial to 
snakes.

JAEHNE GUILTY. 


The First of the Boodle Aldermen Cases in 
New York Resultsina Verdict of Guilty 
of Receiving a Bribe—The Prisoner In the 
Tombs—Next. 

New York, May 16.—The trial of Al- 
derman Jaehne for bribery was continued 
yesterday. Counsel for the defense 
moved that the testimony of Inspector 
Byrnes and Detective Cosgrove as to the 
alleged confession of the defendant be 
stricken out on the ground that they 
were made under the inducement of 





hopes and the pressure of fear. The mo- 
tion was denied. 
Detective’ Rogers testified that he 


heard Jaehne confess to Inspector Byrnes 
in March last. His story was substan- 
tially the same as that of Inspector 
Byrnes. 

John Scott testified that George W. 
Aller, Jachne’s former clerk, told him 
that the boodle had been kept in Jaehne’s 
safe over night. When he left the wit- 
ness stand District Attorney Martine an- 
nounced that the prosecution rested. 

Counsel for the defense moved that the 
indictment be dismissed, as the grand 
jury had been tricked into making a false 
presentment. It was fraudulent record 
and should be quashed; furthermore that 
there was no evidence of the receipt af a 
promise or agreement to receive a bribe, 
and, further, that no evidence that it had 
been been received in this county had 
been adduced. 

Judge Barrett held that the points 
were not well taken, and overruled the 
motion. 

Counsel for the defense then made the 
opening argument, holding that the pris- 
oner had been coerced by threats and in- 
timidation, and that the action of Police 
Inspector Byrnes and District Attorney 
Martine was taken in order to save them- 
selves, because Alderman Jaehne, in his 
testimony before the Senate investigating 
committee, had implicated them in com- 
pounding a felony. 

Jaehne was placed in the witness-box 
and testified in his own behalf. He de- 
nied that he ever received a promise of 
money for his vote on the Broadway rail- 
road franchise; that he ever askeda re- | 
ward for such a vote; that he was ever 
offered money for such a purpose, or that 
he ever receired any. Coming down to 
the testimony of Inspector Byrnes in re- 
gard to the several alleged conversations 
with the defendant, in which he was al- 
leged to have acknowledged having re- 
ceived money for his vote on the Broad- 
way railroad, his counsel asked Jaehne 
regarding each of the alleged chats with 
the chief of detectives, if he had said 
what he was alleged to have said. In each 
instance the answer was an emphatic de- 
nial. . 

At the conclusion of Jaehne’s testimony 
the arguments of counsel began. These, 
with the instructions, occupied till eleven 
o’clock, when the jury retired to consult 
upon its verdict. 

At ten minutes after ten o’clock this 
morning the jury rendered a verdict of 
“euilty.” 

Jaehne received the verdict with head 
erect, lips set and every fiber strained to 
painful tension. The jury was given a 
recess until Monday, it not being lawful 
to discharge iton Sunday. Jaehne was 
then taken to the Tombs. 


NeEw YorK, May 17.—Alderman Jaehne 
passed a quiet Sunday in the Tombs. He 
feels much disheartened over his convic- 
tion and declined to speak except to in- 


timate friends. It is understood that 
District Attorney Martine will move for 
-entence before Judge Barrett to-day. 
Jaehne’s conviction, if not set aside, will 
forever disqualify him from holding pub- 
lic office. Vague rumors of a hegiera on 
‘he part of the indicted aldermen were 
float to-day, but it is thought that their 
325,000 bonds are large enough to hold 
them for trial. Itis hinted that Jas. A. 
Richmond, president of the Broadway 
Surface Railroad Company, will be the 
aext one for trial. Ex-Alderman Waite 
‘gs still out in custody of Detective 
Frink, and, probably, will be until the 
roadway bribery cases are disposed of 
for good. 


CAMPBELL’S COLLAPSE. 


The Popular - Dramatist Following Jobn 
McCullough—Confined at Bellevue. 

New York, May 16.—Bartley Camp- 
hell, dramatist, spent yesterday in the 
pavilion for the insane at Bellevue Hos- 
pital. He was engaged all the morning 
in writing on a play and composing the 
incidental music. The manuscript dia- 
logue was illegible and incoherent and 
the music score was written on a single 
line, the characters only dimly resem- 
bling notes. The weather had a depress- 
ing effect upon him, and at times he was 
fretful and petulant, and then again was 
cheerful enough. In the afternvon a for- 
mer acquaintance frqm Pittsburgh, who 
did not leave his name, called with Dr. S. 
R. Elliott, of this city, and they were ad- 
mitted to Mr. Campbell’s room, where 
they talked with him for some time. 
Their visit had a bad effect, for after 
they had gone the patient became violent, 
tearing his hair and railing against his 
eepers. 

The doctors at Bellevue made an ex- 
amjnation of Mr. Campbell’s mental con- 
dition on Friday, and Dr. Wildman says 
there is no question at all that he is suf- 
fering from general paresis. This being 
the case, the result, he says, may be fore- 
toh with certainty. His death is only a 
question of weeks and months. Under 
careful treatment with out-of-door exer- 
cise, Dr. Wildman says Mr. Campbell’s 
physical condition may improve tempora- 
rily, but the case in all its bearings is a 
counterpart of the late John Mce- 
Cullough’s last months, both in respect 
to causes and effects. Mr. Campbell will, 
by special favor of the commissioners, be 
kept at Bellevue Hospital for a few days, 
and not sent to the pauper insane asylum 
of Ward’s Island until the friends of the 
unfortunate man shall have had time to 
signify what they mean to do for him.

Campbell, says that the playwright has 
absolutely no _ property. His wife 
owns a small house on Staten Island 
and her only means is derived from jts 
rental.

THE TREASURY VAULTS. 


How the Currency of the Country Is Made, 
Counted and Worn Out. : 

The great chilled-iron and steel vaults 
of the Treasury are objects of much in- 
terest to visitors, but only certain ones 
can be entered by outsiders, and these 
only on a permit from the Treasurer. 
The five principal vaults are connected 
with the Treasurer's office, for the con- 
tents of which he is responsible. They 
are known as thecash vault, the reserve 
vault, the silver vault, the redemption 
vault and the National bank vault. 
The cash vault is used more than all 
the others combined in the daily trans- 
action of business, and presents more 
interesting features. It is constructed 
on the most approved modern princi- 
ples, and is, strictly speaking, an iron- 
bound apartment lined with gold and 
silver. The walls, floor and ceiling 
are of chilled iron, built im sections. 
These walls are over a foot thick, the 
space between the inner and outer 
plates of iron being filled with heavy 
Iron balls, forming a compact mass, the 
removal of which would require much 
time, skill and labor. 

The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, where all our National currency is 
manufactured, occupies a large brick 
building built expressly for it, at a cost 
of some $300,000. It has three stories 
and a high basement, and is in the 
Romanesque style of architecture. 
Here 250 plate presses are worked 
by hand, and over 500 men and 
women employed in the process of 
printing sheets of bank notes, bonds 
and internal revenue stamps. The 
long spacious room, running the entire 
length of the third story, is a scene of 
intense activity during business hours. 
Six hundred sheets per day are printed 
on each press, and after each impres- 
sion the delicate copper and steel plate 
must be removed from the press, care- 
fully wiped dry, polished with whiting, 
inked and then returned to it place for 
another impression. The fiber paper 
must be handled expertly, and every 
thing about the work done with pre- 
cision and care. All is perfect system 
and exactness here. The greenbacks 
and other securities issued by the Gov- 
ernnent, from the time the paper is 
manufactured until the finished note is 
issued, are subjected to a system of 
registering and checking at every step, 
so minute and precise, that the chance 
of any error or dishonesty in the han- 
dling of this most valuable product is 
reduced to a minimum. 

The sheets, before being wet, are de- 
livered to the plate printers, counted 
and charged to them, and again 
counted in the presence of a lady as- 
sistant, who certifies to the count. At- 
tached to the machines by which the 
wetting is done are registers which au- 
tomatically count the sheets a third 
time as they pass through. Next 
comes the examining division, where, 
after the fourth count, the sheets are 
dried and counted the fifth time. Lady 
experts then examine the sheets, and 
those which are pronounced perfect go 
into the hydraulic press, from which 
powerful machine they emerge 
in a smooth state ready for print- 
ing. Any sheets spoiled in printing— 
too light or too dark or otherwise 1m- 

erfect--are thrown out by the exam- 
iner, but can not be destroyed until 
after passing through a regular pre- 
scribed course. The lettering and 
numbering divisions, and the engrav- 
ing division on the other floors, are 
interesting also. 

The redemption division of the 
treasury is one of the most interestin 
and busiest. Here worn and mutilate 
bank-notes, retired from circulation 
are examined and counted previous to 
being canceled. Every year currenc 
to the value of $200,000,000 is counted, 
canceled and destroyed. The counting 
is done by female clerks, many of 
whom acquire great skill and seldom 
make a mistake. Some of these 
‘‘countesses’’ have been at work ten 
years or more, and have handled 
many millions of dollars. They sit at 
long tables on which the notes are 
piled, and package after package is 
opened, the notes closely scrutinized 
and counted, and then turned over to 
the officials in charge of the canceling 
machine, which is run by a turbine 
wheel.— Washington Cor. N. Y. Matt 
and Express.

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STORIES OF DREAMS. 








Extraordinary Vision Seers of 
Ancient and Modern Times. 





Until we &now more about the con- 
struction of the soul it will never be 
possible for us to define the true nature 
of dreams. There are many curious 





theories abont them in works of philos- 


ophy, but none entitled after fair cxam- | 


ination to more credence than another. 
Some writers hold that we dream con- 
stantly during the whole period of sleep, 
others that it is only within a minute or 
two before waking. The latter notion 
is, however, disproved by observation, 
particularly of animals, dogs being per- 
ceived to be in the act of dreaming 
while in profound slumber. Dreams 
have an especial interest for us because 
so many have appeared to either fore- 
shadow the future exactly, or to give a | 
sort of mystical intimation of it, the | 
connection between which and fact it 
was possible to trace afterward. This 
has still greater stress because of the 
dreams which were indications of future 
events described in so many places in 
the scriptures. It is distinctly stated in 
one place that God would speak to his 
prophets in a dream. The visions of 


_ the Old Testament are most singular. 


What are we to think of those of Pha- 
raoh, and interpretations ef Joseph, 
and that of Nebuchadnezzar and its 
meaning as propounded by Daniel? 

It is often urged that there can be 
nothing in dreams from the fact that, 
although now and then one may prove 
prophetic, in myriads of instances they 
all, if it were possible to find only a sin- 
gle coincidence—or, indeed, two or 
three, oreven half a dozen—there might 
be sound reason in such an argument; 
but the truth is there are thousands of 
cases of well-authenticated dreams that 
are known to have come out true, or to 
have been precursors and signs of fu- 
ture events. 

Many books have been written on the 
science of interpreting dreams, chiefly 
by the ancients, some in the Middle 
Ages and at least one inour time. The 
latter is by Mr. Frank Scafield, and is 
worth looking into. The interpretations 
seem very absurd, masmuch as it is im- 
possible to find any connection in the 
majority of instances between the vis- 
ion and the circumstances it is supposed 
to prefigure. With respect to some, 
however, the association is clearer. 
Thus we are told, and it is commonly 
accepted, ‘that to dream of a horse—a 
white horse according to some authori- 
ties, bay according to others—is a sign 


. of speedy news. Here, of course, the 


affinity is clear enough. To dream of 
catching fish is an indication that money 
is coming—also self-evident. as the 
scales of fish suggestsilver, and the cap- 
ture of fish is something naturally asso- 
ciated with luck. Not so satisfactory is 
the doctrine that a funeral foreshadows 
a wedding, and a wedding a funeral. 
The rule of contraries is, however, for 
some unknown reason, one of the 
strongest foundations of the whole mys- 
tic art. Thus one of the best possible 
dreams is that of being hanged, while 
to be crowned a king is held to be a sure 
token of ruin. If there be any basis for 
a belief in dreams at all, it is extremely 
improbable that there can be found any 
system of interpretation that will apply 
generally.. When certain occurrences 
or appearances took place in sleep, 
which seems, from repeated coinci- 
dence, to have a prophetic significance, 
the mass of literature upon this subject 
rather demonstrates that the elucida- 
tion is not of a special ckaracter, and 
spate only to the one individual. 

‘harlotte Bronte, for instance, never 
dreamed of an infant that something 
unfortunate did not follow. The present 
writer has for many vears had a special 
dream in the form of a regiment of sol- 
diers marching by, and it has seldom 
failed to be the augury of something 
agreeable. ©

Of all the stories of dreams none are 
more extraordinary than those relating 
to the death of Villiers, the first Duke 
of Buckingham, and later, of the wicked 
Lord Lyttleton. The Countess of Den= 
bigh, sister of the Duke, dreamed that 
she was riding with him in a coach 
when the people gave aloud cry, and 
she was told it was a shout of joy at the 
dangerous illness of the Duke. She 
had scarcely related this dream when 
the Bishop of Ely came to tell her that 
her brother had been assassinated. 
Parker, an officer of the wardrobe of 
the King, had been an old favorite of 
Sir George Villiers, the father of the 
Duke of Buckingham. One night while 
Parker was asleep in Windsor Castle, 
he saw the figure of Sir George enter 
and approach his bedside. Theold man 
entreated him to warn the Duke of the 
danger of following the counsels of cer- 
tain persons and inspiring the enmity 
of the people. This vision was repeated 
three times, and on the last visit the 
specter drew a dagger from beneath the 
folds of his gown, and said: ‘This will 
end my son, and do you Parker also 
prepare for death.’"’ The dream was 
narrated to both the Duke and _ his 
mother, and when they parted for the 
last time at Whitehall, after he had 
been out upon a day’s hunting, the lady 
sank in an agony of tears. The proph- 
ecy was but too terribly and truly ful- 
filled. 

In New York there is an association 
called the ‘‘Thirteen Club,’? which has 
for its purpose the combating of popular 
superstitions. Among the number are 
some ofthe most distingnished men of 
State, including ex-President Arthur and 
Mr. Conkling. Every thing relating to 
the club has some connection or sugges- 
tion with the number 13. The member- 
ship is restricted to 13 times 13. At the 
dinners each table accommodates but 
13 persons; there are exactly 15 courses, 
and soon all through. At one of their 
meetings resolutions were adopted. copies 
of which have been sent to the Gover- 
norsofthe different States, expressive 
of the sentiment that the odium attached 
to Friday as an unlucky day and ‘‘hang- 
man’s day’’ is unmerited, and suggest- 
ing that other days as well as Friday 
should be selected for the hanging of 
murderers. i 

Although the combating of supersti- 
tion appears the excuse for being of this 
club and social intercourse is suggested 
as its true purpose, there is no doubt 
that belief in omens, dreams and good 
and bad luck is very widespread, and 
even among the most intelligent impres- 
sions of this character are more or less 
strong, according tothe spiritual organ- 
ization of the individual. They are in- 
nate, having existed, as we known, 
among all races as far back as_ records 
go. They are not confinedto any par- 
ticular national type, although they ap- 
pear to have been modified by circum- 
stances, such as locality, habits and 
climate. Everywhere, in one form or 
another, has been recognized or em- 
ployed some principle of divination. 
The origin can only have been from 
the speedy perception of occult sym- 
pathy pervading all things in nature. 
Wilson points out that this must have 
been the foundation of the system of 
horary questions in astrology, wherein 
the stars are held toact as symbols, and 
of this kind of sympathy between the 
various parts of matter he suggests as 
examples the connection between the 
magnet and iron, between water and 
luminaries, the child and the parent; the 
marks on children before birth produced 
by the mother’s wants or fears: the color 
of a fruit inereasing or diminishing as 
the fruit is in or out of season; the tur- 
bulence of wine at the vintage time, 
and many other instances. 


No people have been so celebrated 
for these beliefs or superstitions as the 
Romans, with whom they are in fact, a 
part of theirreligion. With them every 
unusual occurrence had a hidden mean- 
ing, and was believed to symbolize some 
approaching event. In this they saw a 
providence furnishing them a guide in 
advance, something nearly correspond- 
ing to the mysterious faculty of in- 
stinct in the lower animals. Indeed 
those very animals sometimes become 
oracular. By natural degrees rose the 
class supposed to be specially skilled in 
interpretation of the occult, who had 
the power from birth enlarged by edu- 
cation, of discerning hidden meaning 
in the flight of birds, in the celestial 
phenomena of thunder and lightning, in 
the feeding of chickens and the move- 
ments of quadrupeds. These persons 
grow to be of immense influence and 
importance — elections, battles, mar- 
riages, the conduct of every kind of 
business was in a great measure regu- 
lated by them. To us in these days the 
system looks like astrange and besotted 
infatuation, but nothing is so inexplica- 
ble about it as the powerful and deep 
hold it maintainéd upon popular suffer- 
ance so long. Either its suecess did not 
depend upon chance, and the augurs 
were really enabled to distinguish some 
secret connection between the agency 
they employed for divination and hu- 
mane events, or the natural proneness 
to superstition among mankind is so 
strong that reason itself is overcome. 

The Thirteen Club evidently hold to 
that theory. In themselves popular su- 
perstitions appear foolish enough. Wh 
should it be so terrible to spill salt? 
And why lucky to put on one’s stock- 
ings wrong side out? But who is not 
disturbed or elated by one or the other 
of these circumstances? The feeling 
pervades the strongest mind. Dr. John- 
son was miserable if he failed to touch 
all the posts. Some have said that with 
him it was dyspepsia and a melancholy 
constitution. But where can we find » 
sunnier nature thay that of Charles 
Dickens? In him wére cambined sturdy
